The Future of Memphis. 
[From the Huntsville Alabamian. | 

That real estate will, for'a time, be more or 
less depreciated in Memphis is quite probable, 
but that her business will be seriously or per- 
manentl)jdaniaged by the present development 
of yellow fever, is sim»ly ridiculous, and any 
merchant who has prospered there in 
the past will make aé great mistake 
if he makes anything but a temporary 
removal of his business to any 
other city. The history of Havana and Vera 
Cruz, the native places of the fever, and ot

Their parents have 
had the fever, and they are ready,if necessary, 
to nurse the ehildrenif they should be stricken 
cown and thereby add to the list of acclimated 
citizens. 

In very many of the houses where families 
are sick with tever this year, the 1esidents 
either died or had the tever last year. This,of 
itselt, would go to prove that such houses were 
not properly ventilated during the winter 
months. 

An effort is making to quarantine Memphis 
and seal her up hermetically during the fever 
epidemic, so that Nashville, Louisville and 
other cities can secure her trade aimostto her 
very gates.

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DERRY DISAPPEARS. 


The Clever Escape of an Ar- 
kansas Murderer. 


Heavily Shackled, He Walks Qut of 
the Union Depot, 


Leaving a Colorado Sheriff and Deputy 
to Mourn His Flight. 


Richard J. Derry, an Arkansas murderer, 
being returned to Little Rock under charge ot 
Sheriff Shaffer and Deputy Sheriff Hen- 
Gerson, ot Fremont county, Colorado, 
made his escape from the Univun Depot 
at about 8 o'clock this morning trom under 
the eyes of his custodians, and has not yet 
been apprehended. The escape is one of the 
boldest on record, eclipsing entirely all former 
oecurrences in that line. 

The party of three arrived at the Union De- 
pot fiom Kansas City this morning, and went 
into the gentlemen’s waiting room to await the 
departure of atrainfor Little Rockover the 
St. Louis, Iron Mountain and Southern Rail- 
way. The room was crowded with arrivalsand 
departures by the morning trains, and Derry, 
heavily shackled, Was the observed of ail ob- 
servers. The bustle and confusion about the 
cdepct aroused Sheriff Shafter’s curiosity, and, 
desirous of seeing where everybody was going 
to and coming from, he strolled out on to the 
plattorm, leaving Derry in close conversation 
with two inquisitive strangers, guarded by 
Deputy Henderson. The Sheriff from the 
Jjand of magnificent distances remained 
out fora few minntes oniy and then returned 
to the waitin g 1com to find neither Henderson 
nortbe prisoner. Thinking he had through 
mistuke walked into the wrong room he went 
into the ladies’ apartments and there fuund his 
deputy, who anxiously inquired the 
WHEREABOUTS OF DERRY. 
Shaffer put the same 
to Deputy Henderson, and then § it 
came out that the latter had been 
laLoring uncer the impression that the prisoner 
had gone out with the tormer for an airing and 
haa paid no further attention to him. Tien 
the seareh was tuken up, each of the two curs- 
ing their simple follv. It was by that time 
twenty minutes pust 8 o’clock, and Henderson 
presumed that Derry had walked out some- 
thing like a half before. 

After searching and making numerous in- 
quiries for another half hour, one ot the depot 
employes was tound who remembered secing 
a shackled man, accompanied by two others, 
assisted on board the out-bound train on the 
Ohio and Mississippi Railway. He had thought 
them two officers und paid the matter no far- 
ther attention, as prisoners fromfall parts and 
portions of the country are seen at the-Unton 
Depot, arriving or departing on alinost every 
train, under the espionage of sheriffs and mar- 
shals. This was at leasta clew obtained, and 
on further inquiry it was elicited that the train 
in question hud departed tor Jin - 
cipnati at 7:50 o'clock. The con- 
ductor in charge of the train was telegraphed 
at oneof the little way-stations instructions to 
see if a man answering Derry’s description was 
aboard. In a few minutes an answer was 
flashed back thut no man ot the description 
sent was on his train. 

A PRISONER HBAVILY SHACKLED, 
but not handcuffed, had left the Union Depot 
with bim,but not fincing him at East St. Louis 
supposed that be and bis party had left the train 


either at that point orthe Main Street Depot. 
The collector of bridge tickets who took over 
the train, whenfound, declaréd thatthe had

tion, who quickly learned their story. 

Henderson called upon Actins Chiet Lee and 
narrated the story of Derry’s escape, but as 
he asked tor no assistance, none was tendered 
bim, and this afternoon the gentlemen from 
Fremont county were bewailing their careless- 
ness in letting pris- 
oner walk away to freedom 
from under theireyes and also the loss of a 
heavy reward which would have been paid 
upon delivering him at Little Rock, Ark. I¢ is 
probably through fear of having to share the 
reward offered tor Derry’s apprehension with 
the authorities here that Sheriff Shatfer has 
not asked for assistance in the search fur the 
missing nan. 

Derry, who made such a clever escape this 
morning, is wanted at Pine Bluff. Ark., for 
murder. Hewas the Deputy Sheriff of Joffer-

Onthe night in question 
Derry, who was intoxicated, went into 0’Con- 
nell’s salocn, at Pine Biuff, and met Davis, a 
well-known gambler. They went back into 
the card room adjoining and sat down to a 
game of poker. Derry lost heavily and finaily, 
accusing Davis of cheating bim., arose trom the 
tavie, drew his revolver, and fired two shots 
into Davis’ brain, killing him instantly. He 
was arrested at once, but made his 
escape and eventually succeeded in 
reaching Leadville, where Sheriff Shaffer 
discovercd him. The Sheriff begana corre- 
spondence with the Arkansas authorities, which 
resuitedin his arresting Derry at Leadville 
last Friday and taking up the return,which was 
so abruptly terminated this morning. 

As Derry was very popular at Pine Bluff tne 
supposition is that he managed to communi- 
cate the fact of his arrest to fmends, who 
were in waiting here for the express purpose 
of aiding him to make his escape. How longa 
time will elapse beiore his recapture cannot be 
surmised, and as Sanders, hatless and voat- 
less, evaded the St. Louis detectives, Derry 
stands as fair 2 chance of escaping a couple of 
Colorado ofiicials.

The Fruit Trade. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Inan editorial in last evening’s issue of 
your journal you refer to St. Louis as the most 
favorably situated city for the reception and 
distribution of fresh fruits, and add that our 
great advantages are wholly overlooked. Fur- 
ther on you assert that our city should now be 
luxuriating in an abundance of cheap summer 
fruits, and that a little life infused into the 
business would benefit the trade and pubiie. 
This is the first editorial of the kind 
I have seen in any St. Louis daily in 
a dozenof years, andit affords an oppor- 
tunity to present the other side of the 
subject. In attemptingarepiy, 1 will begin 
by stating that St. Louis, in proportion to her 
population, eats less fruit than any large city 
in the United States, and it is not for lack of 
quantity or quality of fruits that she merits 
this reputation. The city is credited with half 
a million people. One-half of this vast num- 
ber do not touch a strawberry until the fruit 
gets down to five cents a quart—a figure that 
hardly compensates the grower. The best 
evidence of this is shown inthe small quanti- 
ty of fruit that gluts the market. Every sea- 
son prices go down to five cents a quart—a 
choice article a trifle higher. Other fruits 
go down to a similar figure except 
when the crop fails, as peaches have 
this season, but this is a rare occurrence. Any 
person at all interested will convince you it 
does not take much fruit of any hind to supply 
the demand in this city. In regard tothe 

ribution of fruits beyond the city limits 

p Outlook is still mre discouraging. The 
territory tributary to this market, South. East 
and West, is mainly fruit-producing. and as a 
market open for only a very short season. The 
great Northwest, Iowa, Wisconsin, Minneso- 
ta, etc., arethe best markets,. but Chicago 
holds the keys to this vast section by reason 
of her great railroad facilities. Take 
lowa for instance. There is one 
road running through the State, the 
lowa Central, that eventually drifts to St. 
Louis. There are five roads crossing the 
State, all going to Chicago, and low rates 
over all. The outlet for fruit at Chicago is 
immense. During the past strawberry sea- 
son Michigan shipped across the Like to Chi- 
cago on numerous mornings 20,000 cases of 
strawberries. Five thousand of these cases 
would glut the St. Louis markets so badly tnat 
the choicest berries would go begging at five 
cents a quart, and half of them would sell for 
about the express charges. I have seen ten 
cars of strawberries in one train going over the 
lilinois Central to the city on the lake. Two of 
those cars would crowd this market to death. 
The same remarks will apply to peaches, 
grapes, pears and other fruits. To further 
illustrate what a fruit point this is, Chicago 
has about one hundred and seventy-five fruit 
commission houses. I have seen one station 
in Southern Illinois shipping to eighty-five of 
them. St. Louis has about twelve houses 
who make a specialty of fruits, and since the 
city was large enough to justify opening one 
ofthem no man has gotrich at the business. 
I bave seen Chicago men come here, open up 
in this business and finally abandon it as too 
unprofitable. Chicago’s local or city trade is 
proportionately large, at leastdouble that of 
ours. She has a large American element there 
that patronize fruits regularly. Cincinnati’s 
city trade is also much larger than ours; still 
she would be justified in saying with us that 
if only a small fraction of the money squander- 
ed on lager beer was sent tothe fruit market 
the business would be booming in this city. 
The great want of the fruit market is custom- 
ers who can appreciate fruits sufficiently to i1n- 
vest a small amount in them. 

Choice grapes can be had to-day in Union 
Market at 4 cents per pound, and yet the pur- 
chasers are so scarce that afew dozen farm- 
ers and afew shippers are filling the market 
to overflowing.

Sources from which Come the Supplies and 
How the Business is Conducted. 


St. Louis used 29,000,000 bushels of coalin 
1876, and 33,000,000 in 1878, an increase of 
4,000,000 bushels. It is rather surprising that 
there should be any increase whatever con- 
sidering the great depression that ha; fallen 
upon the leading manufacturing iodustries. 
The great consumers of coalare the fron fur- 
naces, foundries and rolling mills. The closing 
up of many of these since 1874 has lessened 
the demand for coal in St. Louis millions of 
bushels, and the increase in receipts 
since 1878 is owing tothe growth of popula- 
tion. With arenewal of the iron trade and 
the starting of other great industries that will 
come from the better times that seem to have 
setin, there willbe in this and the coming 
year of 1880 a large increase in the demand for 
coal. 

It isone of the fortunes of St. Louis to be 
situated near the richest coal flelds west of 
Pennsylvania, and the consequence is that in 
no city in the great Mississippi Valley outside 
of Pittsburg is fuel s0 cheap as 
itishere. It has been cstimated by competent 
geologists that the coal fields of Southern Llli- 
nois are practically inexhaustible; that they 
will supply all the possible needs of acity ofa 
million inhabitants for a million of years. By

Although there are large coal fieldsin many 
parts of Missouri, it will be seen that none of 
them, except those in St. Leuis connty, send 
any to St. Louis. There are very rich mines in 
the central portion of the State, but not a 
busbel of their product is brought to this mar. 
ket by the Missouri Pacific or the Kansas City 
and Northern.» These two roads both pass 
through extensive coul regions, but take noth- 
ing from them except that used by their own 
locomotives nd engine-houseés. Neither 
does the St. Louis and San Francisco 
bring any coal here, although 
it, ike the Missouri Pacific and Kansas City 
and Northern, passesthrough a rich mining 
country. The same may be said of the Iron 
Mountain and Southern Railroad. It brougit 
13,000 busbels here in 1877, but not a bushel 
inils78. All the coal, practically speaking, 
used in St. Louis comes from east of the Mis- 
sissippi River. It will be seen thatthe Lilinois 
and St. Louis, selleville and Southern, 
Obio and Mississippi, the Vandalia and 
the St. Louis and Southeastern 
raiiroadsfare the principal mediums of sup- 
ply. Mostotthe mines are inside of twenty 
miles ot the citv, and the more extensive are 
at Belleville and Collinsville, only ten or 
twelve wiles distant. Soit will appear th at 
THE GREAT SOURCES OF SUPPLY 
are practically in the suburbs of the city. his 
reduces the cost of transportation to the min- 
imum figure, and is the main factor in the 
cheapness of coal herc, Of course this applies 
to the great bulk of the coal thatis used here. 
The anthracite and gas coal that comes from 
Pittsburgisno cheaper here thanitis at any 
other city equally distant from the source of 
supply. The coalused bythe gas companies 
here comes from Pittsburg by way of the Ohio 
and Mississippi rivers on barges, while the an- 
thracite comes by rail. The product of all the 
Illinois mines that supply St. Louis is 
bituminous coal, and, while there 
are different varieties ofit, the same price 
rules with all otit except the ‘‘Big Muddy,’’ 
which commands a premium of several cents 
onthe bushel. Theprice of ordinary bitumin- 
ous coal, which enters so largely into the city 
supply, varies according to the season and cir- 
cumstances. Atthe present, it sells from 5‘; 
cents to 6 centsa bushel by the car load 
delivered at East St. Louis, and 
brings Irom 9 to 10 cents a ‘bushel 
on this side delivered at residences. These 
prices have ruled most of the time for the last 
twelve months. The ‘‘Big Muddy’’ coal is now 
worth 10 cents a bushelin East St. Louis and 
13 cents delivered on this side. Anthracite, 
from Pennsylvania, brings $5 50 aton or about 
21 cents a bushel. Such low priccs, however, 
cannot be long maintained, owing to slight ad- 
vancesinthe East. The coal of St. Louis is 
handled by a very small number vf

Donk Bros. & Co., who are beginning an ex- 
tensive trade in anthracite and the bituminous 
coals from their own mines. 

Formerlv it was the 
retail dealers to make all their purchases in 
the yards at East St. Louis, but latterly the 
mining companies above named have begun 
to establish depots on this side of the river. 
The distributing points are now at East St. 
Louis, Seventeenth and Clark avenue, Mound 
street, Harrison street, the toot of Chouteau 
avenue and a place on Lesperance street. At 
these city depotsthe ‘‘hucksters’ or small 
teamsters, who sell 25 or 30 bushels at atime, 
gettheir coal now tor 7% centsa bushel. 
They sell it for 10 cents 
and make a profit of 24 cents. A vast number 
ot people engage in this small business during 
the winter months, and howthey are enabled 
to makea living is really surprising. At the 
above rates of profit they can make only 25

and 75 cents on 30 bushels, which last quan- 
tity isa good load. Many of them do not sell 
more than a load or two a day, and 
they have no chance to 
cheat since they must weigh onthecity scales 
and give the certificate to the purchaser. 

The establishment of a great number of 
depots of supply on this side of the river whore 
a retail trade can be done will beot great ser- 
vice to the poor people, as it will have the ef- 
fect of driving out a numerous class of small 
dealers, many of whom are unconscionable 
swindlers. 

The supplying ot fuel toa great city like St. 
Louis is a great business and involves 


VAST SUMS OF MONEY, 
even at the low prices that prevail here, and 
gives employment toa very large number of 
people. St. Louis uses 100,000 bushels of coal 


aday, takingiton an average for the year. 
One man can mine about 65 bushels a day, so 
that it takes over 1,500 men _ constantly 
employed in the mines. To 
get the coal to the consumer takes as 
many more, so that the business would require 
3,000 men working every day inthe year. But 
the business fluctuates with different seasons, 
and so does the number of men employed. 
There are times in the winter season when 
there are tully 10,000 mon employed in the 
coal trade ot St. Louis. The amount of money 
invested in the business is not less than $5,- 
000,000 and the trade amounts to about $3,- 
500,000 per annum.

Americans Contribute About as Mach to It 
as They Gave ts» the Bartholdi Statue. 
[From the New York World. | 

Subscriptions from an American public to 
the De Lesseps inter-oceanic Camal continued 
yesterday to amount to next 
to nothing, and a second 
inquiry yesterday at the Credit Lyonnais as to 
the condition of the books provoked much 


more shoulder-shrugging than it provoked 
news. ‘‘The books have been closed,’’ and 
with very much ofabang,too. The rooms of 
the receiving bankers were as gorgeous 
as any in the Equitable Building, but 
the receipts were not up to the sur- 
roundings. Of all the agents of Paris 
banking firms in this city the Credit Lyonnais 
had made the biggest preparations for a big 
rush of subscriptions. Advertisements were 
liberally resorted to, andthe date of opening 
the books was made Known far and wide 
through the medium of the Associated Press, 
sothat all Americans of means might have a 
free and independent chance of getting into the 
head ot the expected line that was to reach 
from the Equitable to the inequitable City Hall. 
But the books lay open at one page, and in- 
stead of long columns of many—ciphered 
amounts, blank pages only remain. New York 
pocketbooks bave opened about as widely to 
this scbeme as they did to the Bartholdi 
statue. 

‘*}low many subscriptions have you secured 
for the canal —— ’ was bluntly asked.

M. Gambetta’s Opinion of the Mat- 
rimonial Record. 


(From the N. Y. Tribune. ] 

PaRI8s, July 24.—It weddingsin a provident 
country, such as France, are a symptom of 
prosperity, France under the Republic is ina 
thriving state. Gambetta the other day said 
to a friend of mine: ‘‘The Protectionists talk 
of increasing distress; but there are several 
economical facts which announce an increase 
of public well-being. The octroi |local duties] 
returns are greater than they were in Paris, 
even during the exceptionally crowded year of 
the Exhibition, when foreigners flowed in by 
the hundreds of thousands; the revenue is 
greatly in excess of the outlay, although we 
began the year by easing the backs of the tax- 
payers of their fiscal burden, and there never 
was a summer in which marriages weré so nu- 
merous. In France weddings are rare between 
the end of May and September. This year they 
are so frequent that I often teel asif I needed 
half a dozen stomachs to digest the contract 
dinners to which I am invited.’’ 

I am pot, apropos of Gambetta’s well- 
grounded optimism, about to launch into 4 
dissertation upon the matrimonial returns ot 
the mayoralties of France to the Registrar- 
General. I shall only deal with him from a so- 
cial point of view in speaking of the weddings 
which have taken place this summer, and soon 
to take place in what I shall call the represent- 
ative families of this great city. The names of 
happy pairs which occur to me are Mile. dw 
Vogne, daughter of the antiquarian and Ori- 
ental traveler, Comte Melchior de Vogne, and 
the Marquis de Nicolai; al. Georges Cochery, 
only son of the able Minister of Posts and Tele- 
graphs, and Mille. Gabrielle de Hunebelie; 
Comte Roger de Montesquion Fezensac, a Bon- 
apartist, and grandson ofthe hing of Rome's 
bead governor, and Mlle. de Siverty; Captain 
de Soubeyran, of the lancers, son of the finan- 
cier, and Mile. de Froidtond, acousin of the 
Moskowa Neys; Baron Reinach, the banker, 
and Mile. de Cessac, daughter of the Marquis 
de Cessac, a Protestant nobleman of the Borde- 
lais, and the Comte de Lilliers and Mile.

They and 
their near senior relations stand at the door of 
an outer salon and are greeted by the friends 
entering whom they haveinvited. A buffet, 
as ata ball, is spread in the dining-room, and 
there is a cold stand-up refection, which 
this period of Vulgar-wealthy 
and ‘‘mixed’’ society, too frequently 
cegenerates into a mere feed. For my 
part, I detest food uniess Ilcan chat and laugh 
when absorbing it, which is not @asv to do 
stancing up with a crowd at one’s back push- 
ing forward like animals. The weakest come 
to the wall. The proud who will not expose 
themselves to be hustiedand shoved about go 
awit) fasting, and those who have the strong- 
est dose ot anti-social selfishness eat the fat 
and drinkthe sweet without handing portions 
to anybody. Icesslip off the shell saucers on 
which they are passed over heads and should- 

ers by the more chivalrously minded of the 
feasters, to ladies in the background; cups 
of iced chocolate get tossed over on 
the floor and on %MJadies’' skirts, and if 
there is any tunit must be ofa rough and unin- 
tellectual sort, conversation being out of the 
question. Baron de Beyens hud a dejeuner for 
500 or 600, but it was spreadin the garden of 
his villa in the Rue Lord Byron, and was char- 
acterized by the fresh gaiety of a picnic and by 
the light, sparkling chit-chat of a repast or- 
dered ata restaurant for a square party of 
clever persons, and partaken in a private 
room. To attain this degree of charming so- 
ciability the table of honor was made very 
narrow. Those who were at it could, 
therefore, talk across to opposite neighbors 
as well as those sitting near them. The 
other tables were made to accommodate eight 
guests, and plentv of room wus allowed be- 
tween them tor the attendants to circulate.

A TUKEAT OF VIOLENCE. 

A striking article appeared in the church 
Organ on Friday evening which has produced 
a profound impresricn, and is believed to have 
been inspired by the leader of the church.

should occur outsiders will be the suiferers.

We propose to pursue happiness in 
our way. witnout the dictation of corrupt 
ecoundrels who, winle heaping abuse upon us, 
are seeking to introduce here the foulest 
forms of vice, and establish among us de- 
bauchery, intemperance, infanticide, fmti- 
cide, and all the degrading adjuncts of mod- 
ern Christian civilization with which they 
have been familiar. Wewant nothing to do 
with the foul brood, nor r their loathsome, de- 
grading, damnabiec infimence; and if the 
is to have tbem and thei ir prac tices fastened 
upon us or to endancer tiie financial p ‘Cts 
of the aos pal we Say, jet it come.’

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The Work ef Mormon Proselytism. 

The Hei: Vashington dispatches 
nounced last Saturday that the Secreta of 
State bad senta letter to the diplomatic rep- 
resentatives here of the ieading foreign 
States, protesting against the course of 
governments in continuing to allow their sulb- 
jects to leave for the United States as Mormon 
emigrants. The government through its Min- 
isters abroad will callthe attention of Great 
Britain, Germany, Norway, Sweden and Den- 
mark to the fact that their subjects, in em- 
bracing Mormonism and in coming to this 
country te take up the polygamous practices 
of that religion, subject themselves to the pen- 
alties of the criminallaws. If the friendly 
representations of our Government do not 
lead to efforts on the part of foreign States to 
repress the zeal of Mormon missionaries and 
io check the growth of Mormon proselytism, 
**then,’’ says a Cabinet officer, **we shail be 
in a position where we can forbid vessels land- 
ing Mormon emigrants in our ports.’’ 

MORMON PROSELYTISM. 

Not long ago Bishop John Rowberry, who 
in 1877 and for some years previous had gen- 
eral supervision over the interests of the 
Church of Latter Day Saints in England, 
arrived in this country with 700 Mormon emi- 
grants on the Guion steamship Wisconsin. 
The Bishop. who is a man of middle age, 
and the husband of several wives, talked very 
freely of what the church was doing and 
hoped to do in its European missionary work. 
He admitted that within the past three vears 
the cliurch bad put forth. special efforts 
10 send its missionaries tothe whole of Protest- 
ant Europe. Their work, he said, had been 
blessed with very great results. Thousands 
of converts were being added to the Mormon 
Church abroad, and many of the younger and 
more active disciples of the faith “were emi- 
grating to America and adding strength to the 
Utah Church. In view of the facts we pre- 
sented and of information derived from other 
sources it may be suid. without exaggeration, 
that no religious sect to-day equals the Mor- 
mon Church in the extenu, 
development and organized efti- 
ciency of its proselytism. There are 
now 160,000 Mormons in Utah and its vicinity 
and 50,000 in the Protestant lands of Europe. 

Itis part of the Mormon policy to retain its 
numerical superiority in Utah. The enemies 
of the church have invaded its chosen refuge, 
and it sees no hope of perpetuity that is not 
based on increasing hosts of believers. Last 
year between the ‘months of April and O:>- 
tober, the missionaries in Europe induced 
over two thousand Mormon emigrants to come 
tothis country. This year the immigration 
will be about two thousand five hundred, 
which is larger than in any season for the past 
fifteen years. Last year eighty fresh mission- 
aries from Utah, enthusiastic, zealous, ready 
to suffer all things in the couyse of their work, 

Went abroad to seatter themselves over Eu- 
rope. ‘There are now about four hundred 
Mormon propagandists in Europe. They are 
organized for work under nearly as perfect a 
system as that which the Methodist Episcopal 
Church supports. 

THE WORK ABROAD. 

The several countries of the Continent, 
said Bishop Rowberry, are divided into dis- 
tricts or conferences, with a presiding elder 
over each, and be is furnished with as many 
missionaries as he thinks can be utilized in his 
territory. In Scandinavia there are forty 
missionaries, and as many fields of religious 
work where the seeds of the new dispensation 
are taking root. There are 6.000 Mormons in 
Scandinavia. Mr. John A. Anderson, a for- 
mer missionary, who returned to Utah with 
Bishop Rowberry’s party, said that last year 
he baptized 500 converts. In Sweden there 
ag) conferences, in Denmark three and 
in Norway two, with cight presiding elders. 
In Switzerland there is one conference and 
eight missionaries. Bishop Row berry esti- 
mated the number of followers of the Mormon 
faith in England at 10,000, and the propagan- 
dist work is going on in charge of 150 mission- 
ar He said that the majority of proselytes 
in England were from the Methodist Church.

Butthis fact is un- 
doubtedly one of the elements of difficulty en- 
countered by the Mormon prepagandist iu 
Catholic fields. The ranks of the Mormons in 
Europe are recruited mainly from the Luthe- 
ran churches, and among the Lutherans of 
Scandinavia and of Germany are the efforts of 
the proselyting missionaries most prolific of 
results. 

They are now persecuted for relizion’s sake 
in no part of Europe. But, as the Bishop re- 
marked, they are made to feelin a thousand 
ways that they are ostracised. The Lutheran 
churches, from which most of the converts 
come, abhor the name of Mormon, and regard 
the proselytes to the new faith as apostates 
who are irretrievably disgraced. The Swiss 
Lutherans are most bitter in their opposition, 
and their treatment of converts and of Mor- 
mon missionaries nearly approaches open

From 
this point he has the general charge of the 
transportation of immigrants from all parts of 
Europe to Salt Lake City. He has the most 
advantageous contracts in existence for trans- 
portation over the leading European routes 
converging at Liverpool, the illiams & 
Guion line of steamships. the Pennsylvania, 
the Peoria and Warsaw, the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy, and the Union Pacific 
railroads. Mr. Stains told the reporter that 
years ago the Mormon immigrants always 
passed through Chicago, but ‘the railroads 
**pooled against him,’ Sand they now cross 
Centra! Illinois, striking the Mississippi River 
at Burlington. It costs the Mormon emigrant 
only #75, including everythinz, to go 
from Copenhagen, via Liverpool, to Salt 
Lake City. Whenever a considerable number 
are prepared to start the delegations from the 
Various countries meet at Liverpool, each in 
charge of a missionary who attends to their 


comfort and relieves them of all anxiety con- | 


cerning the journey. On shipboard they have 
religious exercises twice daily. At New York 
they are transferred to speci jal trains, which 
run at greater speed than the ordinary emi- 
granttrain. Inshort, the’Mormon emigrant 
falls into excellent hands when he trusts tothe 
transportation agent of his church, and com- 
pared with the hard-and tedious experience of 
those who view spiritual matters from another 
standpoint he bas a pleasant journey to his 
new home in the West. 
CHARACTER OF THE NEWCOMERS. 

Most of the Mormon emigrants are very 
poor. They are generally agricultural labor- 
ers. although tailors, carpenters, masons, 
stone-cutters and nearly ail the trades are well 
represented. Their bone and sinew find plen- 
ty of exercise in Utah and theirguides say that 
in two weeks after reaching the Perritory 
they are scattered at service through its length 
and breadth. ‘*Many thousands, said the 
Bishop, *‘are anxious to come, andthey will 
be with us as soon as they can pay their way.’ 
In many cases the means of the people permit 
the immigration of only a part of the family, 
and those who are left will follawlater. There 
are always in the parties a few old people, 
many inthe prime of life and alarge number 
of youths, ‘*These striplings, said the 
Bishop, **will be better Mormons and smart- 
er, more useful citizens.than their fathers. In 
a few years they’ll do the work of men and 
they’ll grow up witb the country and know no 
other home than Utah. We like them better 
as immigrants than middle-aged peupie.’’

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DRIVEN OFF BY PRAYER. 


The Fate of a Louisiana Planter’s 
Brilliant Daughter, 


An Elcpement, a Career of Vice and 
Death in a Low Saloon. 


[From the New Orleans Times. } 

Deputy Coroner C. C. Cain, at noon yester- 
day, held the inquest on the body of the mur- 
dered woman, Mrs. Reilley, and adjourned the 
investigation until a future day. The autopsy 
was made by City Physician Dr. James Fin- 
ney, assisted by Dr. F. Schumacher, reveal- 
ing that the bullet had entered the left side of 
the head, about an inch and a half above the 
left ear, splitting in half, one portion imbed- 
ding itself in the sealp, while the remainder 
penetrated the brain, carrying with ita jag- 
ged, triangular piece of the skull. 

Captain Bachemin, feeling assured  tnat 
Green, the keeper of the Dixie salo on, where- 
in the murder occurred, if placed on the wit- 
ness stand, would prove a very reluctant wit- 
ness, instituted inquiry which resulted in the 
information that after leaving her home, at 
No. 37 Mandeville street, the unfortunate wo- 
man met Tom Clark, her slayer, or the street, 
and proceeded with him toa place kept by 
Mr Stengle, near the Bayou Bridge. 

Arriving there at one o’clock, Clark and his 
victim indulged freely in roufignaes. They 
entered the place discussing some subject 
whieh seemed to mutually excitetthem,the im- 
portof which Mr. Stengle could not hear.

Two miles cannot be con- 
sidered as close proximity, and it is not al- 
leged that the stentorian tones of the Metho- 
dists bave broken the slumbers of the believ- 
ers in the supernatural, or that, on the other 
hand, the spirits have disturbed the medita- 
ticns of the devout. It is just probable that 
the Methodists might have remained in ignor- 
ance of the existence of the opposition camp- 
meeting had it not been for the fact that 
woman who has figured prominently in 
this city under the name of Mrs. Bliss, being 
desirous of obtaining more privacy thin the 
camp -grounds afforded, has taken acottage al-- 
nost within a stone’s-throw of the Methodist 
rendezvous. In this cottage the oid tricks of the 
Blisses are nightly re-enacted, and itis whis- 
ered that more than one of the neighboring 
Methedists have been induced to pasticipate in 
aseance. Be _ thisas it may,the church 
people are inthe defensive and all their sup- 
plications in behalf of mankind in general 
have been muingied with special appeals that 
grace might fall on the Spiritualists in particu- 
ar.

The object of the dele- 
gation was briefly explained. ‘*‘We come to 
offer vou our greetipg,’’ said a spiritualist, 
‘*and to say that if you will allow some of our 
speakers to cccupy your pulpit we, on the 
other hand. will be glad to welcome some of 
your ministers in our rostrum.’’ 

The divines almost gasped for breath when 
this proposal was submitted. Elder Chaplain 
was the first to reply, and in very plain terms 
he expressed the opinion that the proposition 
was not one to be entertained. Then Pastor 
Sisty asked for a Spiritualist declaration of 
principles, and, the request béing complied 
with, he took a cursory glance at its pages. 
This done be exclaimed with indignation: 
**This (holding up the book) settles the ques- 
tion of our affiliating with you. You have no 
Christ, no atonement, no repent: ince, no new 
birth, no resurrection, no judgment, no hell. 
You allow every man tothink as he pleases, 
to act as he pleases.

woman’s earlier history 

Times reporter yesterday: As has already 
been stated, the unfortunate woman was the 
daughter of Jules Le Blane, a large planter of 
the parish of Iberville. Some years ago, be- 
ing in need of laborers upon his plantation, 
Mr. Le Blane advertised: for hands, and 
a party of young men, among. whom 
was Parker, went up to _ the place. 
Miss LeBlanc was captivated with Parker 
and desired to marry him, but, her parents op- 
posing the match, she eloped with him, and 
coming tothe city, a marrisge between the 
pair was consummated. Aftera short expe- 
rience of wedded bliss the sweets began to 
pall and Parker deserted his wife, leaving her 
with a ebild, now some two years old. 

After the departure of ber husband Mrs. 
Parker continued to reside in this city, taking 
a house in one of the lower districts, where 
she attracted much curious attention from the 
neighbors, in whose eyes her elegant attire 
contrasted strangely with her unpretentious, 
even humbie, domicile. 

Mrs. Parker continued to reside in the house 
for some time, and, it is understood, made 
several appeals for help to her relatives, the 
answers to which were. insubstance, that she 
had made her bed and could lie in it. 

Realizing for the first time the fearful truth 
of her position, she sought liquor as a sur- 
cease of sorrow, though her fits of inebriety 
were at that time by no means as frequent as 
in her latter days. Her downward course be- 
gun, it would have required a supreme effort 
though 
an opportunity was offered her by her mar- 
riage with Reilley, whe is on all sides spoken 
sober and well-to-do man, and 
one able to supply his wife with all the neces- 
saries of life and many of its luxuries. 

As matters turned out, bowever, the mar- 
riage was only a resting spell from her career 
of dissipation. She soon resumed her old 
habits and, excess following upon excess, 
Reiley found bimself reluctantly compelled to 
cast her off. 

From this period she seems to have pursued 
her old habits with still greater ardor, and to 
have been frequently seen upon the streets in 
an intoxicated condition. 

Upon one of these occasions she was ar- 
rested and locked upon the charge of being 
drunk and disturbing the peace, and was 
liberated,it is said,through Clark’s influence, 
who took a fancy to her in the station, though 
he had not previously known her. Thus it 
was that the fatal intimacy was formed. 
Clark seems to have pursued the connection 
thus formed, though it was but ofa week’s 
duration, and metthe woman several times in 
places similar tothat in which the murder 
was cominitted. 

Celestine Le Blanc is saidfby those who knew 
her to have been a cultivated woman, and one 
wh6 had experienced all the advantages of ed- 
ucation and refinement. She was an accom- 
plished linguist and pianist. It is said that 
but a few days before her death she had 
ceived a letter from her father, offering 
receive her again into her old home if she 
would forsake her associates or to settle 
upon herasum suflicient to place her above 
want.

These facts should be taken in connection 
with the tollowing from Galignani’s Messenger 
of July 15: 

‘*The Golos lately called attention to the de- 
pressed state of the Russian export trade in the 
regions round the Baltic. andit now repeats 
complaints from the same Cause arising in the 
South. The Odessa Messenger states that at 
presentin tbat port there is an enormous stock 
of upwards of 2,200,000 chetwerts (12,320,000 
bushels) of grain waiting for purchasers, ‘and 
adds that such a wretched state of things was 
never seen in any previous year. Demands 
from abroad are very scarce. Nevertheless, 
consignments from the interior provinves come 
pouring in, each bringing to the port from 100 
to 150 wagons loaded with all kinds ot grain. 
The price ot wheat is two roubles lower than it 
was only a fortnight ago.’’ 

Thus at Odessa alone there is some 12,000,- 
000 bushels of grain awaiting shipment, with 
the stock increasing. In the United States, 
there was on August Z, 25,451,970 bushels ot 
wheat and Indian corn ‘in store and afloat,’’ 
against 12,682,693 at the same date last year, 
and 11,626,478 on August 4, 1877. These ex- 
traordinary supplies of last year’s crop heid 
over are a more important element in the pros- 
pects of the grain trade than appears to be 
generally estimated. It is by no means im- 
probable that favorable weather may give a 
better yield in Great Britain and onthe Conti- 
nent than bas been so farexpected; andin that 
case these unusual stocks in the two chief ex 
porting countries should play a very important
